Huang Hua Visits 
India; Talks 
Planned for Fall 


NEW DELHI 一 In an effort to 
re-establish cordial relations and 
resolve & long stalemated border 
jissue，China and India agreed to 
holdtalks in September, 

Indias Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi disclosed that she had 
accepted an invitation to visit 
China after a 70-mipute meeting 
with China's Foreign Minister 
Huang Hua，Huang i the first 
ranking Chinese official to visit 
India since Chou En-Lai in 1960. 

Indqia and China fought a war 
in 1962 over China's claimc-of vast 
Indian territories along the 2500- 
mile Himalayan _ border. The 
Chinese seized，and still hold a 
large chunk of territory in Ladakh 
in the western sector， 


Hu Yaobang takes over the 
party chairmanship in China. 


Party Vice Chairmen，and a 
imember of the standing com- 
Inittee. 


OFEFICIAL 
The plenum ，action， which 
follows months of debate， is a 


victory for Deng. Deng-led prag- 
matists had forced Hua to submit 
his resignation last November, but 
过 could not_ become official until 
approved by the central com- 
mittee. The delay prompted 
rumors of dissension within the 
Party， 

Loyalists to Mao 一 and there- 
fore to Hua 一 did oppose the 
move，and delayed the plenum， 
Imeanwhile extracting from Deng 
concessions such as taming social 
and cultural reforms and easing 
criticism of Mao，according to a 
UPI report. 

Hua had been criticized for 
allowing himself to be called“wise 
leader， 
ing his Portrait along with Mao's， 
and having songs written to

In addqdition to the eult of 
personajity he tolerated，Hua was 
criticized for his“leftist”economic 
policies，namely plunging China 
into apolicy of overnight develop- 
ment that placed too great a stress 
on capital construction and dis- 
torted the economy. He was also 
accused of being too slow to 
rehabilitate victims of the Cultur- 
al Revolution， 

Deng，Hu，and Chao Ziyang， 
Who became premier last year， 
were all purged during the Cnul- 
tural Revolution, while atthesame 
time Hua was rising from a 
leading office i 记 Maos home 
Province of Hunan to prominence

MISTAKES 

The Plenum also “unanimous- 
ly _ adopted” a _ document that 
summeqd up the past 32 years 记 
Support of Mao. Though Deng has 
Said that Mao made mistakes in his 
later years，this assessment con- 
cludes that Mao's contributions to 
Chinese communism far out- 
weighed his errors in policy， The 
assessment should be Dublished 
today, in time for the party's 60th

A new standing committee of 
the Politburo was also elected by 
the plenary session, The members

Hua's resignation makes him 
the first party leader to be forced

Hu，who joined the party as a 
teen-agei in 1927 and entered the 
blenum as its secretary-general， 
has long been aligned with Deng， 
as has Chao.

The plenum，which convened 
Saturday，concluded Monday. In 
summing up its sixth session the

8gistered as of last week, and he 
expected that number to increase 
rapidly as today's deadline 
apbproached. 

To register manufacturers must

“When they>”re all registered 
well begin enforcing the law, 
Craib said.“Due to the nature of 
the industry we may pick a city 
block，or follow a complaint 
for investigation.””

in and outside of China for 


more than six months. Hua， 


Who had been personally chosen by Mao as premier after 
the death of Zhou' Enlai in 1976, had been severely criti- 
cized for his opposition to changes proposed by the new 
leadership under Deng Xiaoping: 

The decision to reduce Hua?s power probably began 
sometime last year. A_ recent article in a Bejjing'imagazine : 
revealed the establishment of a hard-working and powerful 


Secretariate which Tuns the 


day-to-day business of the 


party and sets policy for the nation. Hu Yaobang,， the 
party secretary just elevated to the chairman position, has 
in fact been in charge for quite some time， 

The new team of leaders has an enormous job: to 
Correct the mistakes since the Great Leap Forward Move- 
ment in the late 90s, and especially during the:long years 
of the so-called Cultural Revolution. Although the gang of 


four and SiX other co-defenders have been put to tiial and 


convicted，there are still many followers of the radical 
policy in the government. This explainswhy it took almost 
five years after the death of Mao to remove Hua, his hand- 
picked succesor，and the necessity for Deng to head the 
crucial military commission at this time.

ment (NYPD ),， agreed with Wong 
that Asians are underrepresented 
in police departments in major 
metropolitan areas， He said the 
national convention was a good 
way for participants tO discuss 
their common problems，which he 
described as “the causes of the 
lack of Asian peace officers，and 
the Shortchanging of police serv- 
ices to the Asian communities.” 

Bilingual o 丛 cers，he said，are 
necessary to close“language and 
cultutal barriers”betweenm law of- 
ficers and the public. 

A federal district court ruling in 
January requiring that one percent 
of incoming recruits to the NYPD 
be Asian is not Su 仁 - 
cient to break down thosebarriers， 
Chu said. The Asian Jade Society， 
a fraternal organization of Asian 
officers in the NY area，is push- 
ing to have 2% of the NYPD: be 
Asian，and，according to_ Chu， 
there are now only 34 .Asian peace 
officers out of a total police force 
of 23;,000 in New York City. 

RECRUITMENT 

The subject of recruiting _ more 
Asians into police forces was dis- 
cussed in Thursday's NAPOA 
seminar titled “Recruitment/Re- 
tention.” The audience heard de- 


"tailled reports on the currentt status 


of Asian recruitment. After Paul 
Chu delivered his report，Walter 
Chang and Nelson Lum of the San 
Francisco Police Department 
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(SFPD) and Gloria Louie of 
Chinese for Afftirmative Action 
(CAA) reported on the history of 
minority recruitment in SFE，con- 
cluding that recruitment drives 
Were "Successful” in increasing the 
number of Asians on the SFPD to 
98. The total police force is ap- 
proximately 1,800， Chang，Lum， 
and Louie make Up a recruitment 
Unit whose Purpose is to enforce a 
federal consent decree which man- 
dated，among other provisions， 
that 20 Chinese bilingual ofhcers 
be hired in SF by 1984. 

Louie added that goals should 
include not only hiring more Chi- 
nese ofGcers，but also “making 
them more aware of their ethnicity 
and of their commitment to the 
community.” 

“You're not only blue，you're 
yellow,”she said，drawing a few 
Snickers from the audience of 
mostly .Asian peace officers， She 
also Said that traditional chauvinis- 
tic attitudes within the police de- 
partment need to be changed. 

Mike Wong，a_ member of the 
Berkeley Police Department 
(BPD)，reported on recruitment 
forthe BPD as well as for the secu- 
rity police unit of the Bay Area 
Rapid Transit (BARTJ，conclud- 
ing that a “good affirmative action 
Program and Support from the top 
brass"” of the BPD is needed. 

LIMITATIONS 

The_ California Highway Patrol 
(CHP) was represented by Paul 
Wong who announced that the 
CHP is now actively recruiting 
minorities. Wong stated that out 
of a total force of 4,000, there are 
12 Asians on the:CHP. 

Height limitations and vision re- 
quirements tended to exclude 
Asians _ from American police 
forces，Wong explained. In addi- 
tion he said the operating Stereo- 
type of the “white Irish cop” 
denied Asians sufficient role 
models. 

That is why a strong recruitment 
drive is needed，he said，adding 
that NCAPOA cooperates with 
CAA in trying to get more Asians 
into the SFPD. Created in 1974 as 
a fraternal group for Asian 
offcers，NCAPOA also performs 
volunteer services for the commnu- 
nity. For example，it provided 
security duties for Japantown 
during its Cherry Blossom Festi- 
val，and it has sent its bilingual 
members to Cameron House and 
the Chinatown “Y ”to Speak 
abonuit crime prevention as Part of 
the SFPD's Project Safe program 

His personal goal, Wong Said, 1s 
to Sensitize the police members 
of NCAPOA to the needs of the 
Asian community. “There is an 
ongoing effort to improve commu- 
nity relations)”Wong said，citing 
the _ need for more bilingual of 
ficers. The association has-a mem-

SEMINARS 

Wong said, “Our association 
has grown to _ the degree where 
other police departments are Send- 
ing their men to our seminars for 
training.

Some of these seminars, lijke the 
one on Asian youth gangs，were 
conducted at the NAPOA conven- 
tion. The NAPOA;,，formed in 
1980, is the national body and is 
made up of NCAPOA and other 
AsSian peace officer associations 
throughout the US. According to 
Wong, it has a membership of400， 
and plans have been made to hold 
its Second annual convention in 


-New York next year- 


Wong is optimistic that both 
NCAPOA and NAPOA will 
“grow by leaps and bounds, add- 
ing that “people are not aware 
how out- -Teaching Asians are in 
law enforcement.”

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Benjamin Gim Addresses 
NY Seminar on Immigration 


NEW YORK 一 During the 
two-day seminar on “Immigration 
and the Employment of Aliens: 
Avoiding 下 xcessive Delays and 
Undue Restrictions,”held earlier 
this week under the auspices of the 
World Trade Institute， noted 
immigration attorney Benjamin 
Gim spoke on “Proposals for 
Changing Immigration Laws.” 

In the introduction to his talk， 
Gim noted that the underlying 
question regardling discussion of 
immigration policy is whether any 
jimmigration is in the national 
interest， The Select Commission 
on Immigration and Refugee 
Policy，created by federal law in 
1978， found that immigrants 
within six years after entry to the 
US， earm more than 
Americans and thattheir children， 
within the same period of time， 
surpass native-born children in 
scholastic _ achievement and the 
number attendqing school and 
graduating from colleges， Cim 
Stated， i 

FAMILY 

“Congress has consistently 
determined that in establishing 
criteria in the selection of immi- 
grants， family reunification 
shouldqd be a foremost considqera- 
tion. The present Act has by and 
large achieved this purpose， 

“However， a few improve- 
ments are needed,. The unmarried 
sons and daughters should rightly 
be eliminated from the first pre- 
ference and be made a part of the 
exempt_ category because .their 
members are So few. Out of the 
20% allotted，no more than 3 多 
was ever used. Upgrading to first 
Preference .the present second 
Preference spouses and unmarried 
sons _and daughters of lawful 
permanent residents and elim- 
inating the per country limitation 
makes good sense，and would 
alleviate much of the hardshbip for 
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Some “Presently “oversubscribed 
second preference countries such 
as China， Mexico， Philippines， 
and Hong Kong, Gim explained. 
“Granting lawful permanent 
residents the right to_petition for 
their parents would be a_ much 
needed addition and remedies the 
presently glaring defect ip our 
family reunification scheme，. 


CURE 
“The fifth preference，brothers 
and sisters of US citizens，would 
be retained by the Commission 


_but eliminated by the President's 


Task Force， This ”precipitate 
recommendation by the Iask 
Force appears to be an easy,，sSnap 
judgment to cure over-subscribed 
quotas by eliminating brothers 
and sisters,”Gim continued， 

“But that is a solution that visits 
cruel hardship on families and 
subverts its structure In the 
family unit of many cultures， 
brothers and sisters are in many, 壕 
not most cases，even closer to the 
US citizen relative than even their 


parents， and certainly grand- 
Parents. 
“They are closer in age， 


outlook，and, in shared values. 
Brothers and sisters have been an 
integral part of the immigration 
System ever since 1921. To elim- 
inate this category ,on the 


_unproved assumption that they 


are Somehow not part of the 
nuclear both 


famijly is un- 
warranted and unwise” Cim 
charged. 

COLONIES 


The Commission's recommenda- 
tion to eliminate separate quotas 
for colonies and dependencies of a 
mother country was lauded by 
Cim., He charged that the current 
laws，which assigns Hong Kong， 
for instance，a quota separate 
from Britain's，only ' 600 immi- 
grants a year, is not only“illogical 
and Unfair，but was Tacist 训 
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origin .” 

“The origin of this provision 
was the McCarran-VWalter Act of 
1952，ip which a restrictionist 
Congress was concerned that at 
that time certain colonies of Great 
Britain，such as Jamaica， Ber- 
muda, Trinidad,， would be able to 
use the British quota to come into 
this country. Fearing the emigra- 
tion of blacks from Jamaica， 
Bermuda, Trinidad, as weil as the 
various ”African colonies Con- 
gress devised a racially dis- 
criminating policy of assigning 
separate subquotas of miniscule 
nurmbers of these colonies of 100 
immigrants a year apart from the 
mother country， 

“Ironically，Congresss ev 这 
objective was not realized，be- 
cause as Trinidad，Bermuda，and 
Jamaica and other “colonies 
became independent countries， 
they were eligible for their own 
numerical ceiling of 20,000 immi- 
grants per year' Only the few 
remaining colonies sueh as Hong 
Kong and Macau are subjected to 
this arbitrary quota restriction,” 
Cim noted. 

Discussing the structure of the 
INS，GCim later said，“Unfor- 


"tunately, the Commission voted to 


continue “ the .present -triple- 
tiered structure in our immigra- 
tion system ,The issuamnce of ivisas 
abroad is JIeft to the State 
Department，， The Immigration 
Service approves .petitions and 
enforces the immigration laws 
within the United States. In the 
Present thirqd and sixth Preference 
categories， the Labor .Depart- 
ment plays the predominant role 
in issuing or denying individual 
Certifications.” 
DUPLICATE 记 

Gim criticized the Labor De- 
Partment role as being“cumber- 
some，unwieldy,” and claimed 
that the“overlapping，often con- 
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flicting and duplicating roles 


played by the State Department 
and the Immigration Service 


.further compounds and burdens 
,the process.” 


Citing examples ”where the 
Immigration Service and Ameri- 
can consuls duplicate investiga- 
tions and often arrive at conflict- 
ing ” determinations， Cim also 
noted that the Immigration 9erT- 
vice often repudiates decisions 
reached by American consuls， 

“A _ prime example is on the 
question of literacy， Jlliterate 
immigrants are_excludable，The 
State Department has ruled, how- 
ever, that an illiterate immigrant 
who has an accompanying SDouse， 
may be-qualified to have that 
ground of excludability waived. 
The Immigration Service differs 
and exlude such immigrants even 
过 they have been issued a visa by 
the American Consul, 

“These 。 examples .could “be 
multiplied ad matsea72， The 
American Consul abroad can issue 
a Visa to a foreigner who comes as 
a student on an FE-l visa and the 
Immigration Service could，and

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Minority Women Pull 
Together on Employment

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “Pulling 
It Together in the 80'S”was the 
theme of the second annual minor- 
ity women's employment confer- 
ence，held at the downtown 
YWCA, 620 Sutter st.，last Satur- 
day. 

The conference was sponsored 
by Advocates for Women (AFW)， 
an economic development agency 
whose goal is to improve the eco- 
nomic status of women,. Approxi- 
mately 100 women of Asian， 
Black，Latino and Native Ameri- 
can backgrounds participated in 
Workshops, facilitated by minority 
women，dealing with the job 
Search process，legal rights and 
employment,， and self knowledge: 
the key to a successful job search- 

AFW staff emphasized the im- 
Portance of conferences in ad- 
dressing the employment needs of 
minority women，who usually lack 
the knowledge or resources they 
need to find a job. 

STEREOTYPES 

“Minority women face racial 
and cultural stereotypes that they 
must overcome to get a job,” 
AFW staff member Jeanette Ishi- 
bashi said.“Minority women from 
Working-class families may have 
less educational attainment and a 


language barfier. So the purpose ， 


of the conferemnce is to present cerT- 
tain types of alternatives women 
do have.” 

Keynote speaker Joanne Lewis， 
director of the _ California Depart- 
ment of Fair Employment and 
Housing，spoke about the dis- 
crimination she faced as a black 
woman in her work experiences-. 

She stressed the importance of 
being aware 0f one's legal rights in 
the workplace.“You do have Pro- 
tection and Tesources and you

Women have access to legal pro- 
tection in the Fair Employment 
Act and Title VII of the EEOC， 
Lewis added. 

Thelma Ritchy，senior employ- 
ment representative at USF Medi- 
cal Center，expanded on Lewis's 
theme of legal rights，and in her 
workshop emphasized that job re-= 
quirements must relate to the posi- 
tlon， 

“You have a right to question; 
to challenge the requirement if it is 
not related to the job,”she said. 

CHALLENGED 

One non-job-related require:- 
ment that was Successfully chal- 
lenged,，she Said，involved lower- 
ing the_ height requirement for SF 
police ofhicers for Asians because 
Such a requlirement had an adverse 
effect in the biring of Asians for 
that position. 

Ritchy also expressed concern 
Over the future of affirmative ac- 
tion Programs given the current 
administration's _ cutting back of 
funds in that area, but added that 
the trend for companies was to 
establish affirmative action quotas. 
She suggested that being a mlnor- 
ity woman may be an advantage in 
the Job search. 

According to Eleanor Yaranon， 
wo _ led the “Job Search” work- 
Shop,“finding a job is a job in 
itself.… Project director of Recruit- 
ment and Training Program， 
JInc.，Yaranon said job-seeking in- 
volves identifying skills，determin- 
ing job objectives，writing reEsu- 
mek6s，getting information about 
job market conditions，and pre- 
paring for job interviews. 

Apprenticeship training Pro-

They can_increase their _ income， 
skills, and have an Opportunity for 
advancement,”she said of Asian/ 
Pac women's employment needs. 

However，Yaranon added that 
cultural barriers may get in the 
way for Asian/Pac women “who 
are tracked into the _ traditional 
professional occupations 一 to be a 
doctor or lawyer. TIhere is frown- 
ing Over working with your hands 
which comes out of negative ex- 
Periences of Asian/Pac people.” 

Sbe added that the stereotypes 
of women of not being physically 
able to perform the work may be 
an obstacle but explained that“a 
lot of physical tasks women do 
Such as lifting a child or carrying 
two bags of groceiries can be trans- 
ferred to the trades.”

In the workshop“Self KnowL、 


edge: The Key to a Successful Job 
Search,”Pat Sakal，training spe- 
cialist at Bechtel Corporation，ex- 
Plained how she transferred her 
skills from education to the busi- 
ness world. 

Through a self-assessment of 
her skills and values，Sakai，who 
had seven years of experience in 
the educational field，as high 
School teacher and college admin- 
istrator,， entered the corporate de- 
velopment training field. 

“Many of us fall into our jobs. If 

you re really trying to fulfhll your- 
self in a job, just falling into some- 
thing may not get you to make use 
of your motivated skills and the 
working values that may be impor- 
tant to _ you. As you go through 
different jobs, you begin to realize 
what's really important to you,” 
Sakail sald. 
-One part of the process leading 
to Self knowledge was Sakai's 
understanding of her position as a 
minority woman.“Our position as 
minority women can be used to- 
our advantage and to ouUr dis- 
advantage.
